Tne literary merit of Miss Mitford, and the dramatic talent in- 
cluded in the arrangement of the characters of her Tragedy, were a 
pledge of unusual excellence, which was amply redeemed by her Fos- 
cart, as performed on Saturday evening to a brilliant audience. The 
only coincidence with the drama of Lord Byron on the same subject, 
is the historical circumstance of a father compelled to sit in judgment 
on his son. The Doge Foscari, (Mr. Young) is the object of the 
hatred and rivalry of some of the Venctian senators, among whom, 
Count Erizzo, (Mr Warde) is the most conspicuous, who is stimu- 
lated by ambition as well as hatred to attempt the deposition of the 
Doge. Erizzo is joined by Donato, (Mr. Egerton) who is offended at 
‘he refusal of Foseari to confer an office which he has solicited for 
one unworthy of it. Ata meeting of the senators, the proposal for 
his deposition is made to the Doge himself by Erizzo : the debate is 
interrupted by the arrival of Francesco Foseari, (Mr. C. Kemble) the 
son of the Doge, from the camp, who is the messenger of his own 
triumphs ; the conspirators overawed for a time, request the Doge to 
retain his ducal bonnet. Francesco Foscari is attached to Camilla, 
(Mrs. Sloman) the daughter of Donato, and is the friend of her bro- 
ther Cosmo, represented by Mr. Serle. A feast to celebrate the tri- 
umphal return of his son, is given by the Doge, but ‘Donato refuses 
his presence, as well as that of his daughter. Francesco Foscari plans 
with Cosmo an interview with Camilla—secret, on account of the dis- 
union of the parents, and is overheard by Erizzo, who determines to 
assassinate him. The interview takes place the same night at the 
house of Donato—the lovers are interrupted, and Francesco returns 
in haste to the banquet, leaving behind him his cloak and sword.— 
Celso, (Mr. Fitzharris) a follower of Count Erizzo, is employed by h‘m 
to effect his purpose, but afraid to encouster the youthful hero, he 
murders Donato, (who, when dying, utters the name of Foseari) and 
then fixes in his body the sword of Francesco. The scene then changes 
to the banquet-hall—Cosmo rushes in—demands justice of the Doge, 
and charges his son with the murder ; the evidence is produced, toge- 
ther with Camilla as a witness of ber father’s dying words, who, how- 
ever, is persuaded of the innocence of her lover: the Doge condemns 
his son to death, but the sentence is changed tobanishment, A beau- 
tiful scene follows between Cosmo and Camilla, who is detérmined to 
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accompany Francesco ; Cosmo attacks his former friend when on the 
point of leaving Venice with Camilia, and mortally wounds him ; the 
Doge comes tu the spot, and while the son is dying a messenger an- 
nounces the discovery of Erizzo’s guilt. This is a brief, but perhaps 
sufficiently intelligibie outline of the plot, which has beea suilfully filled 
up by Miss Mitford. Mr. Young performed the Doge with the utmost 
beauty and truth—the lofty mind, and youthful warmth of feeling— 
parental pride and sorrow, end noble confidence in his son ; the specch, 
“«‘ Age does not freeze our human sympathies,” had a heart-felt pathos 
and impressiveness. Mr. C. Kemble was the lover, and the soldier, 
and on few can these characters sit with more grace and spirit. Mr. 
Serle had a leading and important part, as Cosmo, and was very happy 
in the developement and representation of it ;—it would be difficult, 
perhaps, to select any thing more full of nature and truth than the in- 
terview with Camilla after the death of Donato, In the eailier scenes, 
the address to his father in the senate, and the expression of the feel- 
ings of severed friendship with Francisco, were remarkable for discri- 
mination and effect. We may mention that he delivered the Prologue 
so well, as to be interrupted in it by a general and warm expression of 
admiration. The sarcasm, and character of Hrizzo, were excellently 
represented by Mr. Warde. Mrs. Sloman, as Camilla, will not soon 
be forgotten—especially on the trial, and in the expression of her at- 
tachment to Francisco, and the resolution to follow him—* the tri- 
umph of exceeding love.” ‘The announcement of the repetition of the 
Tragedy for this evening was enthusiastically received ; it will proba- 
bly undergo some curtailment. The new Farce of Returned ‘‘ Killed !’” 
concluded the entertainments.
